A "WICKED OHIO LASS. 

She Oonfossos to Torriblo Orimos. 

Mount Vernon, O., .Inn. 5. —The ter- 
rible confession of Mrs. Emma Still well, 
that she murdered her first husband,! Sen j. 
Swigart, and also an innocent stranger 
and her 14 months old child, is now sup- 
plemented by another confession in which 
sho admits of having killed her own 
mother, and tells how her father met his 
death in a tragic manner. Waterford is 
a small hamlet of no more than a dozen 
houses, located 14 miles from here, in 
the north .vest corner of Knox county and 
several mile." from tho nearest telegraph 
station. Her last confession was revealed 
to Dr. W. K. Edwards, Her spiritual 
adviser informed her there was no hope 
for forgiveness unless she fully and freely 
confessed her Bins, and asked her if there 
was any other wicked offence pressing 
upon her mind. The distressed woman 
buried her face beneath the clothes and 
seemed convulsed in anguish. Looking 
up presently, her face assumed a calm 
expression, and she replied, "Yes, there 
are two more dark crimes, but nobody 
will ever know them." She finally yield- 
ed to his persuasive powers and admitted 
sho murdered her own mother and pro- 
bably her father. Her mother, Mrs. 
Susan Snyder, while on her way to visit 
her daughter at Ottllinwa, Iowa, was in- 
jured in a railway accident. Sho was 
taken to her daughter's home whoro, four 
months later she diod, as was supposed, 
from her injuries. Mrs. Stillwcll now 
declares her mother was terribly disfigur- 
ed, and kept upbraiding her with their 
former crimes, and even threatened tu 
make a confession before her daath. Mrs. 
Still well's repugnance for tho unsightly 
appearance of tho old woman, together 
with fears of exposure, led her to commit 
the murder, and one night, she says, 
while hur husband was absent, she 
strangled and smothered her mother to 
death. In regard to her father's fate she 
would give no details, other than that he 
met his death by having his throat cut, 
but in what manner or by whom she re- 
fused to tell. Local chronicles at Marys- 
ville, Mo., say he was supposed to havo 
gone to California and was lost sight of 
by her family, but it is now believed ho 
was murdered by Mrs. Snyder, who was 
then Mrs. Hoard. 



Theatrical Events, 

St. Louin, Jan. 7— Miss Nilsson'a con- 
cert season ban received a sudden and 
very serious check through the develop- 
ment of a very serious case of sub acute 
inflammation of tho larynx, at Si. Jos- 
eph, Missouri, where she was to sing on 
Thursday evening. A §5000 house was 
turned away. It was freely stated here 
to-day that the injury to the prima don 
na'a voice is even more serious than the 
management care to admit, and that only 
extreme care will prevent permanent de- 
terioration. Manager Marcus Meyer 
stated to-day that tho situation is a very 
serious one and it is feared that unless 
tho balmy airs of the south produce a ra- 
pid remedial effect upon the fair Swede's 
voice, the concert season will end in dis- 
aster. 

Ckdak Rapids, Jan. K— This morning 
the Lights of London Company were 
wrecked by the telescoping of two trains 
on the Burlington, Cedar River and 
Northern Railroad, near Cedar Falls. T. 
Scott was probably fatally hurt. Three 
other members of the company were in- 
jured seriously, Thoscenory and pro- 
perty wero wrecked and moro ordered 
from Now York. 



Pakis, Jan. C. — Gambetta 'h father has 
decided not to oppose the convictions of 
his son, but has concluded to permit the 
funeral at Nice to be a civil one. Tho 
funeral car has just arrived at Quai d'Or- 
say, in front of the colonnade. It is pre- 
ceded by six horsemen in black and white 
uniforms. Tho car is drawn by six I 
horses. Tho coffin is covered with black | 
velvet, which is again partially hidden by 
tho tri-coiors, draped with crape and two 
natural palms, with wreaths of red im- 
mortelles. 

Tho body of Qambetta was placed in 
tho hearse at 10:20 a.m., amid tho boom- 
ing of cannon, the beating of drums and 
tho sound of trumpets, and troops pro j 
seated arms. 

Tho procession started at half-past ten. I 
It was headed by relatives and friends of j 
the deceased, representatives of ['resident , 
Qrevy, the ministers general. The guard 
of honor preceding and flanking the cata- j 
fa'que was composod of republican guards ; 
witii a band playing tho funeral dirge. It | 
is estimated that 200,000 people are in ' 
the procession, conspicuous among whom j 
aro free masons in complete uniform, and 
advocate* and students of Paris. An 
English delegation from Boulogno was 
present. 

At 12:30 o'clock tho head of the pro- 
cession had reached the Boulevard do Se- 
bastopol, while numerous deputations 
wore still waiting in the Esplanade des 
Invalides to take place in the cortege. 
Tho end of the procession will probably 
be still at the Palais Bourbon when tho 
body arrives at Pore la Chaise cemetery. 
Numerous society bands are playing in 
the procession, besides military bands. 

All along tho Rue do Kivoli Hags bound 
with crape wero placed, but they were 
not numerous. From the Hotel ile Villo 
they became thicker, and appeared on 
every story. Tho churches were not 
called upon to share in the celebration, 
and shut their doors. The new Hotel do 
Ville was bare of flags or crape, though 
it would certainly have gone into mourn- 
ing had it been tho funeral of Henri 
Rochefort instead of Gambetta. 

By tho time the end of the procession 
had passed through tho Rue do Revoli, 
tho head was nearly to the Cemetery Bore 
la Chaise, which was reached at 1:110, 
when Devot spoko on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, Chauffort on behalf of the Al- 
sace-Lorraine societies in Paris. After 
l ho speeches were over, the body was car- 
lied into the cemotory, which was closed 
to the public. The coffin was laid on a 
temporary resting place, and the proces- 
sion disporsed. 

Paris, Jan. 7. — Enormous throngs of 
people are visiting the tomb of Gambetta 
A demonstration was made at the grave 
by Blarqno. To-day about '-'00 persons 
laid garlands on the grave, and speeches 
were made. Ono speaker protested 
against tho honors paid to the mem >ry 
of Gambetta. Other manifestations fol- 
lowed at the tomb. There wore many 
signs of mourning for Gambetta iu Bor- 
deaux, Cherbourg and other towns.

County Court. 

Illeloie lion. Justice Crease J 

Tuesday, Jan. 9. 

A. B. Gray v*. Hon. A. F. Pomberton. 
Mr. T. Davie for plaintiff and Mr. M. W. 
T. Drake fur defendant. 

This was an appeal from the decision 
of the Police Magiatiate in fining the 
plaintiff $10 for neglecting to remove an 
old wooden building at the foot of Yates 
street. 

The correspondence between the chief 
engineer of the tiro department, tha city 
clerk and Mr. A. 1$. Gray was read, as 
were also the depositions of the several 
witnesses examined in the police court 
upon which thu summary conviction was 
based, namely that of A. Horde, chief en- 
gineer, Joseph Wriglos worth, one uf the 
council tiro wardens, John Kinsman, also 
a tiro warden, on the part of the prosecu- 
tion. For the defence the depositions of 
Andrew Smith, builder, John Teaguo, 
architect, and A. li. Gray the agent of 
the property were read. 

The court remarked that the building 
in question was a miserable, unsightly af- 
fair and should bo removed. 

Mr. T Da-vie replied that all this was 
admitted but tho building was kept in its 
place as a land mark, thero being a dis- 
pute as to the ownership of part of the 
ground upon which it stands. 

Mr. Drake stated that as city barrister 
he had informed the plaintiff that any 
land mark thought necessary might be re- 
tained, even a stone wall, to mark tho 
lino of street to which Mr. Gray 
claimed. The council did not want the 
land in question. 

His Lordship remarked that he was at 
a luaa so far to see ,in what thu danger 
from fire or falling down consisted. 

Mr. Drake would bring additional evi- 
dence on those poi'its, '1 he place in 
question was open underneath for Indians 
and others to iide without lot or hind- 
rance. He pointed out that repairing the 
old place which is utterly valueless would 
conflict with another portion of the bylaw 
so that what has already been done was 
in reality illegal, as no notification had 
been given to the clerk of the council of 
any improvement, t hat had already been 
made. 

In consequence of tho conviction not 
being forthcoming tho court adjourned 
till Wednesday at 11 a.m. 

"RICHELIEU" R0BIW80N RISES IN HIS 
WRATH PETITIONS. 

Washington, Jan. "2—" What does my 
resolution mean I" answered "Richelieu" 
Robinson of New York this evening when 
interviewed by a ChronieU correspondent. 
'• It means that tho House demands in- 
formation about this military guard of 
honor that is traveling with the Marquis 
of Lome from California to Texas. It is 
denied by Sherman that hu ordered such 
a guard. Colonol Tourtelof.te of Sherman's 
staff, who i-t with Lome, however, Bays 
ho is acting under Sherman's orders. My 
resolution w ill bring out the facts, and 
when we get thorn we can act on the caso 
better. I don't want any king, emperor, 
or royal personago of any kind, or any of 
their sons, daughters or other relatives, 
roaming about this country with a mili- 
tary guard of honor following them. Tins 
is against the spirit of our institutions, 
and it is time it is stopped, if it is being 
done, as I am informed it is. If the 
Marquis of Lome wants a guard or ser- 
vants lot him hire and pay for thorn, as 
all tho rest of us have to do. I am 
chargod with trying to shake the roaring 
English lion by the tail oftenor than I do, 
but in this case I mean to shako the War 
Department until I get the facts. These 
army oflicors loan a little too much toward 
royalty, and I mean to call a halt if I 
can. " 

Robinson is strong when he is on the 
warpath, as ho is in this caso.

A MEAN SCANDAL. 

Twaddle A\sout Princess Loui30 and 
Lady Macdonald. 

Ottawa, Out., Jan. 7.— Society in this 
city is in a flutter of excitement over a 
dispatch from here to the New York 
Time*, purporting to explain why, instead 
of returning to Rideau Hall from British 
Columbia, the governor-general and Ptin- 
cess Louise will travel in tho Southern 
States for a time, after which the princess 
will go to Bermudas for the winter. It is 
stated tho cauaoof the non-return of roy- 
alty is said to bo Lady Macdonald'a dis- 
agrooablo and intrusive habits. Friends 
of the latter are very angry, and charac- 
terize the dispatch as a premeditated in- 
sult. An outline of what are a'loged to 
be I "no facts that have stirred up this tem- 
pest in tho provincial teapot will not be 
without interest. When the Marquis of 
Lome and his royal holpmeot reached 
here in November, 1878, Sir John A. 
Macdonald had been returned to power 
by an enormous majority. What he is 
in politics his wife, Lady Macdonald, as- 
pired to bo in aocioty. Perhaps this was 
in no way more clearly shown than by tho 
manner in which she sought to take 
charge of tho Princess Louise and imiko 
herself mdispensible to her. It is even 
said that she assumed tho role of female 
mentor and told her royal highness who 
she ought and who she ought not to se- 
lect us her pursonal friends. The prin- 
cess has much of her mother in her and 
would not let anything of that kind pasa. 
One day she told Lady Macdodald, in ef- 
fect, that she knew enough about tho du- 
ties of her station to be able to regulate 
hor own conduct anil to choose her own 
associates, without hor assistance. This 
was not enough, however. Lady Mac- 
donald was not to be so easily rebuffed 
and finding she was not to be accepted as 
tho princess's guidu and counselor, set up 
as her rival. Rumor has it that the prin- 
cess was not blind to all this and that on 
one occasion, when she was receiving vis- 
itors and Lady Macdonald called, she do 
voted herself to the pretty wife of a sen- 
ator, a French Canadian lady, to the e\ 
elusion of her ladyship. More than this, 
Lady Macdonald does not speak French, 
and the Princess made it a point to con- 
verse with tho senator's wife in that lan- 
guage. Lady Macdonald was not able to 
conceal the rebuff, for it was publicly ad- 
ministered, but they say she revenged it 
by coining and circulating the insinuation 
set afloat as to the not-over happy marital 
relations of tho marquis and princess, 
which were current some time ago. 

Tho Sholliner at Killisnoo. 

A prominent citizen at Sitka, writing 
to John A. Child, of Portland, on busi- 
ness matters, has tho following to say of 
the recent shelling of tho Indian village 
at Killisnoo: 

Affairs are very quiet here. Many of 
us think that Captain Merrimau was en- 
tirely too hasty, to say tho least. Many 
Indians lost houses, blankets, everything, 
and thoy wore far away and had nothing 
whatever to do with tho trouble. The 
killing of the Indian doctor by tho ex- 
plosion of the projectile was, perhaps, a 
pioco of gross carelessness. They wero 
hunting whales by moonlight on Sunday 
night in the lagoon, and whon one came 
close alongside the rockot was suddenly 
turned and shot over the side instcc.d of 
ovor tho bow. When shot over the bow 
the screen protects occupants of the boat 
from danger, as the shell bursts laterally. 
Perhaps Captain Morrinmn did not un- 
derstand this when ho shelled and burned 
down tho village.

It is asserted that the 
action of Judgo Gray, in declining to en- 
tertain tho bonds offered for an appeal to 
Ottawa, has been sustained by the attor- 
ney-general's own lawyers at Ottawa.

AFFAIRS IN ASIA. 



AN INTERE8TINC BATCH OF NEWS FROM 
CHINA, JAPAN AMU COREA, PER 
STEAMER ARABIC. 



San Fu AN Cisco; Jan. 7. — The steam- 
ship Arabic has arrived from China, with 
dates from Hongkong and Shanghai to 
Doc. 12th, as follows: 

The viceroy continues in a critical state 
and is not expected to recover. 

Admiral Ting and the diplomatic agent 
Makien Tusng, who conducted Chinese 
affairs in Corea during tho recent, troubles 
have been sent to represent tho Peking 
government at the court of Annum, and 
give advice and assistance in the anticipa- 
ted difficulty between Tonquiu and the 
French. 

Tho rico harvest in Aiinain is unusu- 
ally poor. Famine is threatened. 

A sub-official in the board uf revenue 
has revealed alleged corruption in the 
highest quarters. Prince Kung is accused 
of taking bribes of forty thousand taels in 
one transaction. 

Arrangements are in progress for the 
n-ailj list ing of the eastern route of tho 
French Mossagcrios Maritimes company, 
so as to run from Surgon to Manilla and 
Yokohama, omitting, perhaps, Hong- 
kong. The colonial council of French 
Cochin China will give 210,000 francs an- 
nual subsidy if the proposed lino is car- 
ried out. 

There is difficulty at Swatow between 
the Chinese and German officials. A val- 
uable plat of land is claimed by a private 
German firm, Direks it Co., and also by 
the Chinese government agents, tho lat- 
ter having erected the usual wooden pil- 
lars, signifying ownership there by the 
state. 

These pillars were torn away by a body 
of sailors from a German hhip of war, the 
Elizabeth, under orders from tho naval 
and consular officials. The Chinese still 
refuse to recognize the Oerman claim, 
which is contained by a constant guard of 
marines. 

Tho Hongkong chamber of commerce 
has received from Lord Granville a copy 
of the Anglo-Coreau treaty, with a re- 
quest for thu opinion of that body as to 
the document in question. 

Coreau agents at Tientsin have been 
busily engaged with the viceroy, Li 
Chung Chang, in drawing up regulations 
for diplomatic and commercial inter- 
course. These aro not yet published, but 
principally refer to thu fisheries on the 
Corean coast, the destruction of tho an- 
cient palisado barrier extending across 
the frontier of the two countries; the 
abolition of the so-called neutral ground, 
forty miles wide, hitherto impassable by

Several porta will be fully open to foroign 
trade by next spring, and a large influx 
of newcomers is expected. 

'Tho French minister to China is re- 
ported to have had a stormy interview 
with Li Hung Chang at Tientsin on the 
subject of admitting missionaries into 
C irek. 

Capita! punishments on the individuals 
concerned in the assassination of Japan- 
ese are daily indicted at Zooula, and num- 
erous suspected parties, some of good 
rank, aro degraded or exiled. 

The Mikado's birthday was celebrated 
with great festivity in tho capital of Co- 
rea; native dignitaries cordially co-oper- 
ating. 

Tho Japanese troops were reviewed by 
the king at his own suggestion. 

Yokohama, Dec. 22. — Sums aggregat- 
ing half a million dollars, aro to bo do- 
voted to building city residences for mem- 
bers of tho imperial family. 

After prolonged consideration the gov- 
ernment has decided to slightly increase 
rules of domestic postages. 

The government arsenal in Tokio is 
busily occupied manufacturing cannon 
ordered by Corea. 

At a public meeting in Osaka a prjin 
inunt radical leader named Mat Sumnto 
was assassinated by a political opponent. 

Boissanade do Fontarnbie, fur eight 
years French legal adviser to tho Japan- 
ese government, has become a Japanese 
subject. 

A SHOCKING TnAGEDY. 



A Canadian Man and 'Wife Poison 
Themselves. 



Dei'iohi, Jan. 8. - A double suicide 
was committed in this city Saturday night 
and Sunday, evidently with the coolest 
premeditation. A man named J.Edward 
Monck, and wife, were parties to the 
shocking transaction. lie was discharged 
as employee of the Custom Department 
at Chatham, Ontario, boarding at the 
Franklin House here. Saturday evening 
their month old child was given into tem- 
porary charge "f a lady connected with 

the hotel tn take charge of. Monck then 
locked his w ife in her room and went 
away. The lady finally growing tired of 
her charge, sought about midnight to re- 
turn the child to its mother, out was un- 
able to get into her room. An entrance 
w as finally effected by moans of a pass 
key, when Mrs. Monck was found dead 
on the bod, with every evidence that shu 
had dietl from morphine administered by 
her own hand, or that of hor husband. 
The same evening Monck went to the 
Brunswick House, registered under an 
assumed name, and, telling the clerk he 
w.oildn.it breakfast, went to the room 
assigned him, where he was found yes- 
terday in an unconscious condition from 
the effects of a dose of morphine, and 
died later in the evening. Both parties 
wero under ;il), and have parents and 
other relatives living in Chatham. It is 
supposed that despondency oyer tho dis- 
charge from his position and failuro of 
all effort's of restoration drove tho pair to 
tho commission of the crime

An Insurrection Foarod., 

San Francisco, Jan. 8.. — A rumor was 
circulated to day that the approaching 
coronation of King Kalakaua would bu 
made an occasion of popular uprising of 
the Hawaiian people against him. Con- 
siderable feeling is occasioned in the Ha- 
waiian Islands by the extensive arrange- 
ments going on, and a marked fooling of 
disfavor lias been manifested toward the 
Ring. Tho popularity of Kslakaua 
among natives and foreigners— principally 
Americans— has increased to such an ex- 
tent that the opinion prevails that the 
coronation would, ill all probability, wit- 
ness, a demonstration, which, to aay the 
luaat, would seriously mar the festivities 
of the occasion. Several nion-of-war aro 
expected to put in an appearance about 
thu time of the coronation.

STEAMSHIP CITY OF BRUSSELS 
RUN DOWN DURING A FOG. 

SEE SINKS IN A FEW MINUTES. 

Tho Solf • Possession of tho Officers 
Saves Many Lives. 



Cork, Jan. ?. — Thelntnan Lino steamer 
City of Brussels, Captain Land, from New- 
York December 28th, for Liverpool, was 
run down in the channel by a Glasgow 
steamer during a fog. 

Liverpool, Jan. 8. —T he steamer Rirby 
Hall, the steamer in collision with the 
City of Brussels, has arrived. She re- 
ports that the collision occurred at the 
estuary of the Mersey. The City of 
Brussels foundered almost immediately. 
Eight of her crew and two passengers 
wero drowned. A dense tog prevailed in 
tho vicinity of the northwest lightship. 
At about o'clock on Saturday morning 
tho fog was so dense the captain decided 
not to make the attempt to heave way, 
but tn remain under steam near the light 
ship. A careful lookout was kept; the 
captain and second and fourth officers 
being on the bridge, and the pilot also 
looking out. Bolls were kept ringing and 
fug-horns frequently sounded. Extra 
lookout men were posted in every part of 
tho vessel. These measures had a reas- 
suring effect upon passengers. Suddenly 
the low gurgling sound of a vessel ap- 
proaching was heard, Mid a large steamer 
a few yards distant moving quickly 
through the water loomed up out of the 
fog. Beforo any measures could be taken 
to avoid it a tremendous collision seemed 
to be inevitable, and immediately the 
bow of the Kirby Hall struck the star- 
beard bow of the Brussels with terrible 
force, cutting her down to the water's 
edge, and most half through. The Kirby 
Hall was on her maiden voyage. She 
left Glasgow only a few hours before, and 
was calling at Liverpool to complete load- 
ing, and embark passengers for the east. 
The moment a colliaon was seen to be in 
evitable, everything possible wan done on 
heard the City of Brussels to protect tho 
lives of passengers and of the crew. 
Thoso on board bear testimony to the 
presonco of mind and coolness of the 
captain and oflicors. liven after thu col 
liaion the passengers seemed to be un- 
conscious of tho gravity of tho situation, 
and the terrible gap which had been made 
in the forward part of the vessel. She 
whs known, however, to bo leaking very 
rapidly. All the passengers were mar- 
shalled into their appointed places, so 
thero was no hurrying or confusion. Life 
buoys wero served out, the boats swung 
and every preparation made for an emer- 
gency. This proved to be more critical 
and immediate than was anticipated 
among the passengers. .Some of the 
crew wore told to man each of those 
crafts. Tho captain and remainder of the 
men continuing on board until after tho 
safoty of others had been assured. Tho 
vussol got visibly lower in the water, and 
those of the crew who had not escaped 
into the rigging, abided the result. In 
about twenty minutes after the impact 
the vessel gave a tremendous Kirch, ding- 
ing off those in the rigging arid plunging 
into the depths with n fearful swirl. The 
sccno was heartrending in the extreme. 
People in tho boats were enveloped in 
darknoss, and those in tho water were 
without help. Tho Kirby Hall, which 
after thu collision had rebounded through 
tho violence of the impact, was soon ob- 
served in the fog, unable to lower boats 
or render any other assistance. The boats 
of the City o: Brussels picked up all who 
could be recovered. 

The fog lifting all tho people wero ta- 
ken on board the Kirby Hall, and when 
mustered on board it was found that two 
of the passengers of the City of Brussels 
had been drowned. They were steerage 
passengers and were Italians. flight of 
tho crew wero also lost, including second 
ollicur Young and Mr. Woods. All tho 
others are believed to be saved. Tho 
Kirby Hall, after searching for Reveral 
hours, proceeded to Liverpool, w here she 
arrived at ten o'clock last night, and de- 
posited tho survivors at the landing 
stage. One of the crew of the City of 
Brussels states that some of the Brussels' 
boats returned to that steamer before she 
sunk, and pulled close to see who on 
board would take the opportunity of sav 
ing themselves. The men dared not go 
actually alongside the sinking vessel, for 
fear their boats would be sucked down 
with her. Thus a number of those who 
jumped into the water wero rescued, 
among them being the captain, who was 
floating on a spar. While the boats were 
still being rowed about the vessel, she 
suddenly plunged down, bow first, in 
about fourteen fathoms of water, leaving 
only hor topmasts visible. 

Young and Woods were taken on board 
tho Kirby Hall apparently lifeless. All 
efforts to rewtore animati' ii were fruitless. 
When tho first or second boat r. ached the 
Kirby Hall from the sinking steamer, the 
purser shouted out, as thoy pulled along- 
side, to send sonic boats at once. The. 
captain of the Kirby Hall replied this 
was impossible, as he hail only four or 
live seamen on board. All he could do 
was to stand by. The bow of the Kirby 
Hall was stovu in. 

New York, Jan. 8.— From the !i"ime.i 
—The oflicors of the Brussels were: Cap 
tain, Frank S. Land; chief engineer, .las. 
Todd; purser, George Collar; surgeon, 
Dr. W, Gibbon; stewardess, Mrs. D. Mr- 
Donald. 

The City of Brussels was of iron, one 
of tho fastest and most trustworthy of 
seven vessels now in the service of the In- 
man line. Up to a few yearn ngs she 
was known as the fastest vessel on the 
Atlantic It is said she held that repu- 
tation ovor five years. She was built for 
tho Iuman line at Glasgow, by Todd A 
Modregor, and launched August 11,1809. 

London, Jan. 8- The captain of the 
steamer Kirby ti all states, that the City 
of Brussels, although her engines were 
stationary, was coming with tho tide with 
such imnotus that a collision was inevit- 
able. The purser of the Brussels states 
that the moment they put on steam with 
a view of moving to avoid the collision, 
but uselessly. Sicgel, a passenger on the 
City nf Brussels, was awakonod by a 
crash. He arose, but 1 1 1 • ing nothing 
further, returned to his oerth, and was 
aroused to a call, "Alan boats!" He was 
saved in a boat commanded by tho purser 
which contained thirty persons. 

Neither passengers nor crew of the 
City of Brussels, were able to nave any- 
thing, and many persons wore obliged to 
loavy the ship with but little clothing. 
Thorn ia little doubt that, if ahe had clear- 
ed it little sooner all would have been 
aaved. Tho theory concerning the drown- 
ing of aoamen is that when the vessel 
lurched they were struck by the rigging 
and rondered helpless. One man was 
found dead on tho rigging. 'The passen- 
gers of the City of Brussels have drawn 
uu the following memorial; "We, who 
havo just been rescued from watery 



graves, wish to express our sincere grati- 
tude to tho officers of tho lost vossol for 
their bravery and coolness." 

Further details of tho disaster to the 
City of Brussels say that Capt. Land was 
one of tho first picked up by a boat, al- 
though he a id the chief engineer wero 
t.he last to leave the rigging. When rescu- 
ed he was in tho act of passing a buoy to 
a drowning couirado. As showing the 
terrible nature of tho collision, tho main 
compartment of tho Brussels .was cut 
right in two. After the collision the fog 
thickened, and it was dangerous even for 
boats to mov e about. They approachud 
tho sinking vessel and found a boy named 
Hamilton half drowned clinging to tho 
crosstrees. The two Italians drowned 
seemed lo have lost their wits from ter- 
ror and jumped ovorboard without wait- 
ing to see what could be dono for safety. 
The persons lost include quartermaster 
Cochran and J. Stewart.

San Fhancisco, Jan. 5. — The French 
citizens have decided to hold funeral ser- 
vices at the G rand Opera House Sunday 
as a tribute to the memory of Gambetta. 
The action of the French consul in re- 
fusing to place the flag at half-mast has 
been severely denounced. 

An endeavor will be made by French 
citizens to obtain the recall of M. De- 
mean, French consul, for persistently re- 
fusing to place a flag at half-mast on re- 
ceipt of the news of Gambotta's death. 

Santa BaruaRA, Jan. 7— Princoso 
Louise, Marquis of Lorno and suite left 
last night by the steamship Ancon for San 
Pedro, where a special train is waiting to 
carry them Fast. It is understood they 
will halt a day at Sim Gabriel, visit the 
orange groves and vineyards of Governor 
Stoneman and others, and then resume 
their journey, stopping a day at Tucson, 
a day at Deming, also at Albuquerque, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
Richmond, Vu. ; and thence go to Char- 
leston, where the princess will embark 
for Bermudas, to remain until May. The 
marquis will go on tn Washington for a 
few days, and thence to Quobec, where 
he will oponp arliament about the 8th of 
February. 

San Francisco, Jan. 8. — This morn- 
ing about 5 o'clock, a shooting affray oc- 
curred, resulting in the killing of Win. 
Pierson by Police officer Michaels. The 
officer, who was on his beat, had his at- 
tention uttracted by thu blowing of a po- 
lice whistle, and hurrying in tho direc- 
tion of the sound, found Officer Binglo 
engaged in controversy with a man appar- 
ently under the influence of liquor. A 
largo vicious-looking dog was standing 
near the man, who was lying on the sido- 
wulk. The officer said, "Get up and go 
home." He roplied that I hey were not 
able to make him move on. At the same 
time he arose and, assisted by his dog, 
made an onslaught, on Michaels, having 
in his hand a large cobblestone, which the 
officer claims to havo mistaken for a pis- 
tol. Binglc fired and shot tha dog an 
soon as hostilities commenced, but did 
not succeed in killing him. Michaels 
then fired at the man us ho raised tho 
stone, threatening at tho same timo, to 
exterminate the officers, killing him. The 
people in the neighborhood heard four 
shots fuel. Michaels is lodgod in jail, 
charged with murde. 

Baldwin, although suffering a good deal, 
is reported better. The bail of Fanny 
Baldwin is fixed at S3000. Her conduct 
in gaol justifies the belief that she is in- 
sane. 

Considerable excitement was occasioned 
in commercial circles by the announce-

This iimming a floating body was dis- 
covered in thu bay about a mile from 
land, and on being taken tu the coroner's 
office, was identified as Ja:ne3 Rowland, 
agent of the London, Liverpool & Globe 
Insurance Co. Several receipts for pre- 
miums, a watch and a small amount of 
money wore found in his pockets, togeth- 
er with a theater pass for Saturday night, 
He had been drinking heavily along the 
city front, and it is supposed he fell from 
t'.c -vharf. He was quite wealthy,

It 
has an urea nf about 1,800,000 acres, of 
which 1,000,000 grows wheat. Of this 
vast tract 177,0U() acres ore owned Ly 
129 mon. One owns C6.000 ;ich'" ; ..no, 
24,000; one, 20,000; three, lb,000; 
one, 15,000; tluee, 14,000; six, 10,000; 
one, 8,000; two, 7,000 ; six, 0,000; 
throo, 5,000 ; eight, 4,000 ; five, 8,000 ; 
eightoeu, 2,000; three, 1,500; thirty- 
nix, 1,000, and twenty-nine, 500. Tha 
result has been to debar immigration 
and choke out tradesmen and mechanics. 

The largest landowner in Colusa coun- 
ty is Dr. Hugh J. Glenn. His hum 
contains 55,000 acres, and has a rivor 
frontage of sixteen and a half miles, and 
Is inclosed by 150 miles of fence. Wheat 
is grown on 45,000 acres. Tho labor 
for e employed is composed of 715 
men — 225 in seeding and -W0 iu harvest- 
ing. Eight hundred horses are re- 
quired. The yield of wheat from this 
farm will average 1,000,000 bushels a 
year. 

Dr. Glenn was born in Virginia in 
1824, and graduated nt the Medical Uni- 
versity of Missouri in 1840. Shortly 
afterword ho married and commenced 
life with a capital of £110. With that 
ho purchased an ox team and crooned 
tho pluirib to California. He engaged 
in mining and was successful, In 1850 
ho returned to Missouri with §5,000, and 
bought and drove horses to California 
and Mexico. Ho made his first pur- 
chase of hind in 1807, Buying 7,000 acrea 
ut §1.00 per aero, nnd a abort time after- 
ward purchased 7,000 acres more at 
about the same price. Hiuco then he 
has been absorbing tho land on either 
side at varying prices.

Guests 
gather around these tables as thoy en- 
ter. A battery of decanters also stands., 
upon each table, and it makes the choice 
difficult between tho national wodka, 
bitters, kpmmol, cogmto, liqueurs and 
the English geueure. Tho principal 
soup in made of the sterlet, a Volga fish. 
But the Czar's favorite is the " uolusohi," 
an imperial nccrct, of -which, beef, mut- 
tou, ouions and garlic aro known to be 
ingredients. Another soup, tho " otroa- 
ka," is a conglomerate bunco made of 
pears, apples, plums, barley and groats, 
in which swim little pieces o!' meat, her- 
ring nnd pickled gherkins. The Czar is 
particularly fond of chicken outlets a la 
posh irski — made of hushed chicken, 
fried in the fouu of cutlets iu bread 
crumbs and eggs. Ho is rdso fond of 
pork cooked in milk aud served with a 
sharp stiuco. Tho Czar specially likes 
tlsh preserved in n variety of ways, 
pickled cuenmbors and capons. Ho al- 
ways eats in full-dress uniform, aud tho 
same is required of nil who dine with 
lnm. — ^S'(. Petersburg U tter.
